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POSTSCRIPT TO HISTORY 
SAMUEL I. ROSENMAN, who seems to 
have been the late Franklin Roosevelt’s 
man Friday, h^s joined the procession of 
public men who are retailing their m e­ 
moirs, Rosenman’s now appearing in the 
Ladies Home Journal under the title: 
“What Makes a President.’* 
Rosenman seems to have been a sort of 
confidential adviser to Roosevelt, often 
wrote his speeches and in other ways en­ 
joyed the President’s confidence. This, of 
course, resulted 
in Rosenman amassing 
much information on the man and his 
times, some of it unknown to the public. 
Of especial interest is the statement that 
President Roosevelt, just prior to the 1944 
election, was not satisfied with the pro­ 
gress he had made and wanted to organize 
a third party which would gather all “lib­ 
erals” in one camp. 
It was his plan. Rosenman says, to join 
with Wendell Willkie, who was believed to 
be in sympathy with Roosevelt's ideas, and 
sent Rosenman to confer with Willkie and 
make such a proposal, Willkie was inter­ 
ested, but wanted to wait until after the 
election which put Roosevelt in office for 
the fourth time 
By election day Willkie 
was dead, and Roosevelt passed on several 
months later. 
Mr. Rosenman may have added an inter­ 
esting postscript to one of the most stirring 
chapters in America's political history. 


RUSSIA S LURES 
SEEDS OF future worries for American 
diplomats were sown in the recent trade 
conference at Moscow attended by 400 dele­ 
gates from Europe. Asia and North Amer­ 
ica. 
Russia offered to buy depressed textiles 
from Britain and Japan. In return Russia 
would supply grain, timber and other raw 
materials badly needed by Europe and 
Asia and also som e steel and machinery. 
Russian offers are planned as lures to 
tempt Europe and Asia to break the stra­ 
tegic blockade which has cut exports to 
Russia which the reds could use in their 
military buildup. As nations become cus­ 
tomers of Russia, they become dependents 
and gravitate to the Russian sphere of in­ 
fluence. 
Dissension over what Western Nations 
could ship to Russia could weaken the 


lo o s e unity of the free world, In a trading 
atmosphere there would be a growing ten­ 
dency not to regard Russia as warlike with 
w o r ld conquest its goal. 


’Thomas Jam es Norton, an important 
scholar in the field of government, in his 
book, 
“Undermining The Constitution,” 
says: 
“The constitutional government of t h e 
United States is scientific. .Science is defin­ 
ed as classified knowledge, or the conclu­ 
sions which the classification compels. The 
causes of all the breakdowns of govern­ 
ments in history were gone over in the 
Constitutional Convention and it was con­ 
cluded that law making, law enforcing, and 
law interpreting must be definitely in dif­ 
ferent hands. . . 
“All officials, State and National, were 
put under oath to support the Constitution 
and observe the boundaries to power speci­ 
fied in it. As far as could be, men with 
power were chained.” 
The problem that the founding fathers 
faced was the abuse of power. George III 
and his minister. Lord North, had abused 
power. Because of that, they lost the rich­ 
est jewel in the British crown, the Amer­ 
ican colonies that subsequently became the 
United States. 
Those who wrote our Constitution realiz­ 
ed that the day might come when the Unit­ 
ed States itself would find power abused by 
officials chosen by the electorate. T h e y 
sought to avert such a condition, but Jef­ 
ferson once wrote of the Constitution: “it 
would still have one fault in my eye, that 
of perpetual re-eligibility of the President.” 
The American people have corrected this 
fault by the Twenty-Second Amendment to 
the Constitution, which limits the President 
to two terms. This amendment became 
necessary because Franklin D, Roosevelt 
had violated the unwritten tradition estab­ 
lished by George Washington of a two-term 
limitation. 
However, the two-term limitation r a n 
have an effect contrary to that desired, 
namely, that the President, not seeking 
public approval, may, if lie is not restrain­ 
ed by morals, act irresponsibly. This spec­ 
tacle, we are, in a measure now witnessing 
in the President's claim to unlimited pow­ 
er, which has had to go to the Supreme 
Court for decision. 
The method by which the President is 
chosen is of very great importance, as in 
it is involved what Alexander Hamilton 
called cabal, intrigue, corruption. In 1932, 
the principal Democratic contestants for 
the Presidency were: Alfred E, S m i t h , 
Newton D. Baker, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and John Nance Garner. The most popular 
candidate was Al Smith; the most skillful 
manager was Jam es A Farley, 
It is no secret that Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt was nominated through the influence 
of William Randolph Hears!. Henry L. Stod­ 
dard, in “ It Costs to Be President,” recited 
the following: 
. .Paul Block, the well-known publish­ 
er, and I sat in his room for a good-night 
exchange of opinion. He then said that he 
had been talking over the telephone with 
W. R ' ai d that a deal had been arranged 
by which the 09 Texas and California dele­ 
gates, after complimenting Garner on two 
or three ballots, would swing to Roosevelt. 
He added that Garner would go on the tick­ 
et as Vice President and McAdoo was to 
have no opposition in California for t h e 
Democratic nomination for U.S. Senator.

T r e a t i n g 
H e m o r r h a g i n g 
U l c e r

IT is not unusual for an ulcer 
of the stomach to bited, even In 
these days of new and better dis­ 
coveries for controlling ulcers. In 
a great majority of cases, the 
bleeding can be stopped without 
surgery. 
Usually, the patient does not 
neglect a bleeding ulcer, and you 
may be sure the doctor will go 
into action as soon as he knows 
about it. 
Bleeding can occur at any time 
w ith an ulcer, and may be the 
first symptom warning a person 
gets that he has one. The blood 
usually appears in the bowel 
movement, making it dark and 
black, The person Is extremely 
pale and weak. He may faint, or 
vom it up a large amount of bright 
red blood. 


Prompt Hospitalization 
Most persons with a bleeding 
peptic ulcer are sent to the hospi­ 
tal im m ediately, put to bed for 
strict rest, and checked constant­ 
ly by the physician. 
Sedative drugs can be of great 
help In stopping the bleeding. 
Frequent blood counts are taken 
to check on the severity of the 
hemorrhage, and to find out lf it 
is stopping. 
Certain cases will require small 
blood transfusions to help m ain­ 
tain the right am ount and quality 
of blood. Once the bleeding stops, 
the patient is given doses of milk 


rand errata every hour, also drugs 
to combat acids and spasms. The 
I diet is then slowly increased. Aft­ 
er five or six days without bleed­ 
ing, X-rays can be taken to dis­ 
cover the exact location of the 
hemorrhage. 
Deferred Operation 
Many times, rest and medicines 
will not stop the bleeding from 
an ulcer, and the doctor will have 
to consider a surgical operation. 
Usually, the patient is not well 
enough f r an immediate opera­ 
tion, and some time is spent rn 
building up his strength. This 
also gives the doctor a chance to 
stop the bleeding by medical 
treatment lf possible. 
In a few cases where the bleed­ 
ing vin not let up, an operation Is 
required promptly. Blood trans­ 
fusions are first given to replace 
the blood I it and to give the per­ 
son the strength he needs for the 
operation. 
i 
With careful and diligent treat­ 
ment, the person with a bleeding 
ulcer usually does very well. 


QI EbTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J B J have extrem ely low blood 
press ire. Would it be harmful tor 
me to drink alcoholic beverages? 
Answer: If there are no symp­ 
toms from the low blood pressure 
and one is normal in other re­ 
spects as a rule there is no harm 
I in consuming a limited amour.’ of 
alcoholic beverages. However, this 
Is a matter for your doctor to de­ 
cide in your individual case.
